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BURNS BEATEN 


AT THE START. 
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His Defeat a Foregone 
Conclusion. 
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Collapse of Programme for a 
Hasty Election. 


Legislature Organized Without a 
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Till Next Week. 


Secured for an Anti- 
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Peculiar Message.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 29.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Unless the best evidences 
are deceptive and unless some members 
of this most extraordinary session are 
fooling their colleagues, the newspaper 
representatives and the public, Dan 
Burns is beaten as a Senatorial as- 
pirant, to a moral certainty. If any one 
thinks that the hands of the members 
who for 120 ballots last session voted 
against Burns, have deen tied by 
threats, promises or uncertainty, he 
must disabuse his mind of the fact. 
There is an organization of Republican 
members who believe the election of 
the race-track tout and Mexican min- 
ing magnate would forever 
the State, and that same organization 
is good, hard, fast and strong. Burns 
could not be chosen as a party candi- 
date in a caucus of eighty-five Re- 
publicans, if it were held today., but 
no vote on Senator is to be held this 
week. and, therefore, the time of the 
caucus is an uncertainty.

A committee of three Senators two 
| assemblymen, whose names are with- 
held from publication for prudent rea- 
sons, went actively to work, and in a 
short time had enough names signed to 
defeat Burns in a caucus of sixty-one, 
and these men include no doubtful 
members. 

The work did not stop there and it 
can be said, without any betrayal of 
confidence, that this shows that Burns 
is basing his hopes, if he still has any. 
which is doubtful, on the very slimest 
kind of a margin. In fact, as before 
stated, unless the best evidences are 
deceptive, he is a beaten man. 

NO TEST VOTE. 

The proposition which it has been 
supposed would call out a test vote, 
namely the organization of the two 
houses, did not arise in the form 
Burns's friends originally intended it 
should. It had been their purpose to 
organize the two houses in such a 
manner that balloting could begin Tues- 
day and after some complimentary bal- 
lots had been allowed, a caucus was to 
be called and all sides be driven into 
the Burns camp, to be followed by his 
election Wednesday. But “the best 
laid plans of mice and men gang aft 
aglee.“ Neither of the houses, as a 
body, would have it just that way. 

The Senators held a caucus in the 
forenoon and decided that the Senate 
| should reorganize. Cutter’s resolution 
for the installation of such former of- 
ficers of the Senate as might be nec- 
essary to transact business failed to 
carry. and one by Senator Davis, leader 
of the Scott forces, providing for reor- 
ganization, was adopted, and a com- 
mittee, consisting of Senators Cutter, 
Davis and Leavitt, was appointed to 
decide what officers and attachés 
were needed. The old officers were 
installed and another caucus, held 
at 3 o'clock, decided on all attachés ex- 
cept pages and porters, who will be ap- 
pointed tomorrow. 

HOUSE ORGANIZATION. 

On the House side there was a brief 
wrangle over parliamentary points, 
with the result that Valentine's reso- 
lution declaring the session open and 
continuing the present statutory of- 


| ficers in their places was adopted by 61 


to 16, Arnerich, Barry, Cargill, Ken- 
neally, McKeen and E. D. Sullivan, all 
Burns men but one, being the only Re- 
publicans to vote against it, while 
Mead, Meserve and Mack of the Demo- 
erats voted in favor of it. Caminetti 
(Dem) and Wright and Lundquist 
(Rep.) were the only members absent 
out of eighty, and the first two were 
granted leave of absence, each for one 
week. A committee of five was ap- 
pointed to decide what attaches are 
necessary for the extra session. Raub 
attempted to secure the adoption of a 
substitute specifying what officers are 
needed, and naming them, but Dibble, 
in support of Valentine's resolution, 
argued that these statutory  of- 
fices were not vacant, and that 
there could be no elections or 
appointments (for such, he con- 
tended, would be necessary 
Raub's resolution) to fill the places. 
Brown of San Mateo endeavored to 
contest Dibble’s parliamentary propo. 
sitions, but the sympathy of the House 
was evidently in favor of regarding 
the organization of the last session as 
being continuous until the next regu- 
lar session, all the more as Dibble and 
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Johnson made haste to explain that, 
speaking for those who voted as they 
did (for Burns) last session, there 
would be no effort to take a vote for 
United States Senator until Tuesday 
week. Dibble said he believed election 
at any time would be valid, but it 
would be safe to follow the West Vir- 
}ginia precedent shown in the election 
of Senator Faulkner. Johnson said he 
had talked with the State Controller, 
and a gentleman connected with the 
Governor's office, and there was abso- 
lutely no question that members and 
attaches would receive pay without 
having to reorganize. Cowan and 
White, for the Democrats, wanted to 
be on the safe side, and favored Raub's 
substitute, but later, to prevent fur-

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

The Senate had adjourned : after or- 
ganizing and it was not till late in the 
afternoon that the joint committee 
waited upon the Governor. Wolfe an- 
nounced in the Senate that, owing to 
the iliness of his child, Gov. Gage de- 
sired to meet the members in joint as- 
sembly right away, and read his mes- 
sage to them in person. This news 
reaching some members of thp Assem- 
bly during the recess of the two houses, 
some talk was made of requesting the 
head of the State to send in his views 
in writing, for they anticipated a lec- 
ture from him upon their duties, as he 
viewed them, and they did not want it. 
No objection was made openly in either 
house to the Governor's oratorical et- 
forts, though his message, aß antici- 
pated, was in some respects peculiar, if 
not undignified, and took the extreme 
ground that it was treason to the Union 
not to elect another Senator. The Gov- 
ernor did not mention Burns’s name. 

COLLAPSED PROGRAMME. 

The collapse of the Burns programme 
to force a vote tomorrow and election 
Wednesday is variously explained. 
Those of the Burns men who will ad- 
mit that such was the programme quote 
Dibble. who is regarded as Burns's 
mouthpiece, as saying that they had 
waited nine months to secure an extra 
session and they could afford to wait 
another week before electing Burns. 
The opposition legislators who claim to 
know what they are talking about, say 
the real reason is that sudden develop- 
ment of strong organization among the 
antis caused the Burns men to fear to 
precipitate action, and desire another 
week to make sure of their ground and 
try for further accessions tb their 
ranks. The Times correspondent has 
talked with most of the leading mem- 
bers of the two houses, and finds among 
Republicans a general disposition to go 
into caucus, but as said before n these 
dispa:ches, there is a majority against 
such action unless Burns can elimi- 
nated as a possible victor.

The gist of the situation, so far as 
the Grant votes are concerned, appar- 
ently can be safely stated as this: 
There is no reason why, after the 
splendid fight they put up at regular 
session against Burns,. they should 
at once abandon their organization, 
whether or not Mr. Grant is a candi- 
date. With a solid front against Curns, 
though the latter’s men claimed fifteen 
of the thirty Grant votes, including 
Assemblyman De Lancie of Oroville, 
they hope to attract the mob of other 
camps, and they think it may be pos- 
sible to elect Grant, even without the 
aid of a manager, which he seems to 
lack. The Grant men see nothing in 
the conditions just new to warrant 
them going to any other candidate 
voted for at the former session. ‘Let 
these other members come to us,” they 
say. We have the most votes.” 

POLITICIANS ELIMINATED. 

It has been suggested that with the 
former managers, Brown and Green, 
out of his fight, Mr. Grant thinks it 
might as well appear that none of the 
politicians who assisted his candidacy 
before are actively coiperating with 
him now. This would, in a sense, pur- 
ify the political atmosphere in his 
camp, so far as public opinion, which 
demanded an investigation at the last 
session, is concerned, and would also. 
satisfy the members of his own and 
other camps who thought the worst 
part of his candidacy was the manage- 
ment thereof. Whether or not any con- 
siderable number of Grant’s followers 
entertain the same aversion to an anti- 
Burns conference that Crowder’ does 
has not been ascertained at this writ- 
ing, but Assemblyman Works stated 
last night that there was no doubt a 
large number of Grant men would be 
willing to go into a caucus of Repub- 
licans to elect a Senator. :

BULLEB'S FLANK 
MOVEMENT CAME TO NAUGHT. 


QUITE AS DISASTROUS AS HIS 
FRONTAL ATTACK. 


— — 


Reputation of the General Badly 
Shattered by the Fiat Failure of 
His Campaign for the Relief of 
Ladysmith—Deadlock of the Reliev- 
ing Army Now Worse Than Ever. 


{A. F. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—The Herald's 
military expert, discussing the situa- 
tion in South Africa, says: 

“Gen. Buller's flank movement to 
reach Ladysmith has come to naught. 
Repulsed in his first attempt to cross 
the Tugela by a frontal attack at Co- 
lenso, he has now been compelled to 
give up his attempt to pass around 
the left of the Boer line. His new re- 
pulse may have been equally disastrous 
in casualtics and certainly must be 
more damaging to his reputation for 
generalship and have greater effect on 
the issue of the Natal campaign.

ities of the human body, not much ad- 
vance has been made in the use of the 
rays in studying the thicker portions 
of the human body. The progress of 
disease in the lungs, however, can now 
be followed, as can the movements of 
the heart. Dentists are availing them- 
selves of X-ray investigation more 
freely than ever. Their usual method 
is to place sensitive films, protected 
from moisture, in the mouth, and ex- 

pose them to the rays generated in a 

Crookes tube situated outside the 

mouth. X-ray shadows of the teeth 

and jaw are thus thrown on the sensi- 
tive films. The burn caused by the 

X-ray is still found most difficult to 

heal. At first it takes on the signs only 

of a severe sunburn, but in reality; the 
injury has gone much deeper than the 
skin. and the anger of the wound seems 
to be ever increasing. The organs of 
the nutrition of the tissues are usually 
attacked, and in many cases the sur- 
geon almost despairs of a cure. For 
the prevention of burning, the precau- 
tion now taken is to wear leather 
| gloves, or to interpose between the 
rays the hands a sheet of card-

A surprising development 
in this fleld of science is the discovery 
that X-rays are given off by various 
substances, such as the salts of ura- 
nium, and certain compounds from 
pitch blende. Some of these when re- 
duced to powder and sprinkled on card- 
board can penetrate substances opaque 
to ordinary light, like wood, thin sheets 
of metal, etc., and can throw shadows 
of the bones of the hand on photo- 
graphic plates. In fact, they can pro- 
duce all the phenomena of the X-rays, 
including the lighting of fluorescent 
screens, the dissipation of electrical 
charges, and the rendering of air or 
gases better conductors of electricity. 
Dr. Trowbridge regards it as quite 
within the bounds of possibility that 
the costly glass tubes, the induction 
coils for producing electrical discharges. 
in the vacuum tubes, and the batteries 
and the dynamo machines, all of which 
are depended upon more or less for the 
production of Roentgen rays, may 
eventually be discarded, and all that 
will be necessary for the locating of 
bullets in the flesh, or determining the 
nature of bone fractures will be the use 
of simple powders strewn on cardboard. 
Some of these substances have the mys- 
terious power of emitting X-rays with- 
out apparent loss of energy. They re- 
semble magnets in exerting an effect 
without apparent diminution of their 
original strength.

Smaller 
pieces, happily within reach of many 
are bonbonieres, trays and ash re- 
ceivers, mugs, plates and small figures. 
All of these are presented in innumer- 
able shapes and designs. 

Collectors of mugs are being made 
happy by this revival of the use of 
pewter, and little short of a madness is 
about regarding the number and rarity 
of those seen at informal evening 
parties, or at other times decorating the 
side walls of dining-rooms. The plates 
also e mostly seen as wall decora- 
tions and produce a stunning effect 
when well hung against brilliant back- 
ground. 

It is not difficult to keep these pew- 
ter ornaments clean. A good rubbing 
with a chamois every fortnight is all 
that is necessary. It is not desirable 
for them to have the shining luster of 
silver; the tones of pewter should be 
soft and gray.

service, received a black eye in the 
House, The bill was bitterly fought 
by the opponents of civil pension rolls 
on account of the life tenure provisions 
it contained, and it was sidetracked 
on a test vote of 57 to 53.

Richardson of Ten- 
nessee and Mr. Sulzer of New York 
used it as a text for renewing their 
attacks on the Secretary. Mr. Gage 
was defended by Mr. Hopkins of IIli- 
nois, Mr. Hill of New York and Mr.

SULZER RESOLUTION DEBATS:. 
LA. F. DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Jan . 29 .—Imme- 
diately after the reading of the journal 
in the House today, Mr. Randsdell of 
Pennsylvania, from the Committeé on 
Rules, reported back the Sulzer reso- 
lution for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate the deposit ot 
funds by Secretary Gage in New York 
banks, and all the transactions relating 
to the sale of the New York custom- 
house, with the recommendation that 
it be referred to the Ways and Means 
Committce. 

Mr. Dalzell explained that the re- 
sponse of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to the Sulzer resolution of inquiry on 
the same subject has gone to the Ways 
and Means Committee, and it was 
proper that the committee should have 
jurisdiction. 

After a lively debate, the recom- 
mendation of the Rules Committee to 
refer the Sulzer resolution to the 
Ways and Means Committee was 
adopted without division. 

ATTACK ON SECRETARY GAGE. 
IA. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Mr. Rich- 
ardson of Tennessee, leader of the 
minority, said he was not opposed to 
the reference of the resolution to the 
Ways and Means Committee, but he 
was decidedly of the opinion that an 

investigation should be made. 

Mr. Sulzer of New York, the author 
of the resolution, said the people of the 
country were deeply interested in as- 
certaining the truth. He characterized 
the conduct of the Secretary of the 
Treasury as infamous and his connec- 
tion with the Rockefeller bank, which 
had been used, he said, to manipulate 
the stock market against adverse in- 
terests, as scandalous. 

We demand this investigation,“ said 
he. “to ascertain who the stockholders 
and the directors of this bank are that 
they are entitled to special privileges 
from this administration.” 

Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania said the 
whole question of referring the subject 
to the Ways and Means Committee had 
been used to renew charges that had 
been answered over and over again. 
The resolution was adopted withcut 
division. 

A bill was passed to appropriate $60,- 
000 for a military hospital at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., and also a bill to 
require officers and pilots of steam ves- 
sels to make oath to their applications 
for licenses and providing penalties for 
perjury. The bill developed consider- 
able opposition from members having 
constituents engaged in small river 
traffic on the Ohio, Tennessee and Mis- 
sissippi rivers. - 

The House then considered the bill 
for the reorganization and improvement 
of the United States Weather Bureau, 
and considerable opposition to several 
features of the measure developed. The 
House at 3:35 o'clock p.m., was forced 
to adiourn, leaving it the unfinished 
business. 


PHILIPPINE MARRIAGES. 
LAW COMPILED BY GEN. OTIS. 
IA. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Secretary 
Root today received from Manila a 
copy of the marriage law laid down by 
Gen. Otis. Up to date of this order, De- 
cember 18, only Catholic marriages were 
celebrated in the Philippines or recog- 
nized as legal. To meet the peculiar 
conditions in these islands Gen. Otis 
laid down no specific ceremony, only 
providing that any established form 
would suffice, providing there is an 
oben acknawledgment of the marriage 
by thereto. The form of 
certificaté ts prescribed, and this may 
be attested by a priest, rector or judge. 


REMARKABLE MOBILIZING. | 

VERY INTERESTING FIGURES. 

IA. F NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. .29.—Surgeon- 
General Sternberg has compiled some 
figures as a basis of mortality calcula- 
tions in the Spanish-American war, 
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which incidentally develop the interest- 
ing fact that the mobilization. of the 
army during the Spanish-American 
war was accomplished in only a frac- 
tion of the time required to assemble 
an equivalent number of troops at the 
yutbreak of the civil war. 

In May, 1861, the main strength of the 
Union army was 16,161, and in one 
month it had increased to only 66,950.

GAGE ANSWERS 

THE SECOND SENATE INQUIRY. 

DEALINGS WITH NATIONAL CITY 
BANK EXPLAINED. 


Secretary Says There Was Never 
Any Agreement Between the De- 
partment and A. B. Hepburn and 
Declares That His Sole Purpose Has 
Been Preservation of Public Interests. 


IA. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury today transmitted 
to the Senate his reply to the resolution 
of January 23, calling for further in- 
formation as to his dealings with the 
National City Bank of New York. 
Secretary Gage quotes in full the Sen- 
ate resolution, and adds that it might 
be considered as fully answered by his 
communication of January 10, in reply 
to the Senate’s first resolution of in- 
quiry of January 3, on the same subject. 
He adds, however, that he will en- 
deavor to supply to the best of his 
ability whatever may have been lack- 
ing in his first answer. The Secretary 
then takes up the Senate resolution of 


January 3 by paragraphs. His reply 


is brief, and is as follows: ’ 

“ “That the Secretary of the Treasury 
be and he is hereby directed to trans- 
mit to the Senate copies of all letters 
and the substance of any conversation 
or agreement he may have written or 
have had with A. B. Hepburn, of the 
National City Bank of New York, in re- 
ply to a yes by Mr. Hepburn to 
him. dated June 5, 2 

“A careful search of the department 
files does not show any answer to the 
letter of A. B. Hepburn written by him 
to me dated June 25, 1897, nor do I be- 
lieve that any answer was ever made to 
said letter. Neither do I recall any 
conversation had with A. B. Hepburn in 
reply to such letter. Nor was there at 
that time or any 
or expectation of an eem 
— ae the Secretary of the Treasury 
or any of the officers of the treasury in 
the case with any person or persons 
witn reference to the subject matter of 
said letter to A. B. Hepburn. 

“The record transmitted with my 
communication of January 10, 1900, con- 
tains all there is, or ever was, 80 far 
as I know, concerning the said letter 

B. Hepburn. 
copies of any letters, 
communications, agreements or papers 
and documents between the Treasury 
Department and the National City 
Bank of New York within the period 
embraced between June 5, 1897, and 


** is it 
of the Treasury ment, nor is 
within the recollection of the Secret 
of the Treasury, that the departmen 
or any of its officers had any relations, 
either official or private, with the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York within 
the peri embraced between June 5.

The Secretary calls attention to the 

necessity which arose late in October, 
1897, of disposing in any way of the 
large sum of money (358. 448.223.) which 
was realized from the settlement of the 
Pacific Railway debt, without with- 
drawing this money out of active chan 
nels and thus precipitating a financial 
disturbance. He refers to his letter to 
A. B. Hepburn, printed in full in his 
first reply, in which he told Mr. Hep- 
burn that H. W. Cannon of the Chase 
National Bank had already been re- 
quested “to ascertain how many banks 
would qualify as depositories to re- 
ceive a portion of the $30,000,000 of the 
railway fund, which was to be dis- 
bursed in the 2 e. the gov- 
ernment 6s about January 1. 
“The Secretary adds: “The. National 
City Bank could readily qualify by the 
purchase of bonds to receive a large 
amount. It was necessary that this 
should be in this instance an original 
recipient and distributor of the fund, 
because ohe check alone was drawn, 
in amount 813.645.250. It ought to oc- 
cur readily to the minds of the ‘most 
inexperienced in banking affaire that 
it required an institution of consider- 
able magnitude to handle euch a 
check. As shown in the communication 
of January 10, 1900, the National City 
Bank did become the original recipient 
and distributor of this fund, and as 
fast as certain other banks qualified, 
it (the National City Bank) trans- 
ferred to those institutions. 

The Secretary believes that he accom- 
plished by such action what he has 
taken pains to do since: namely, the 
avoidance of a sort of disturbance in 
the money market, which affects not 
merely speculative affairs, but which, 
experience has too often demonstrated, 
spreads throughout the whole commer- 
cial and industrial fabric, bringing ruin 
and disaster, such as close the doors of 
factories and mills, throw labor out of 
employment and invite years of busi- 
ness stagnation, the like of which was 
witnessed during the period of 1890 
to 1897. 

„1 may add the sole purpose which 
has animated the Secretary in these 
connections, was so to use the banks 
as to Secure, preserve and keep the 
public moneys without risk or hazard 
of loss, and in such form as to limit, 
means and requirements of law as 
would best conduce to the preservation 
ot the general interests of the public. 

In answer to the fourth section of 
the Senate inquiry, the Secretary re- 
plies: “It should be a sufficient an- 
swer to all that is requested on the 
subject of this conference between Mr. 
Tillman, Mr. Morgan and myself, at 
Philadelphia, to say that such a von- 
ference never took place.” 

The final section of the inquiry 
reads: “And the Secretary of the 
Treasury is further directed to inform 
the Senate of the amount of the United 
States bonds held in trust by the 
Treasury Department for the Standard 
Ol Co., of the city of New York, to 
secure deposits of the National City 
Rank of New York City, and upon 
what dates these bonds were assigned 
and the amount thereof, at any time 
held by the government of the United 
Stetes for the Standard Oil Company.” 

This inquiry the Secretary says -is 
based on a misconception, induced, no 
doubt, by requests from the National 
City Bank to transfer certain lots of 
bonds to the Standard ©il Compan 
and to other parties, ms 

Secretary Gage explains that when 
registered bonds are deposited as se- 
curtty in the Treasury, they are can- 
celled and fresh bonds issued to the 
credit of the Treasurer in his name. 
“in trust.“ When such bonds are sur- 
rendered by the Treasurer, they may 
be re-issued to the depositing bank

SHOOTING OF -AMERICANS. 
REACHES STATE DEPARTMENT. 
IA. PF. NIGHT REPORT | 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The Secre- 
tary of State is in receipt of a tele- 
gram from United States Consul Kin- 
rick at Juarez, Mex., reporting that 
six Americans have been shot. Their 
names are Dan Cusack, Jack Eldridge, 
George Lunt, Charles Burns, Lou 

Webster and Henry Williams. 

It is said they were shot by order 
of Gen. Torres near Guaymas on the 
ground that they were found with 
Yaqui Indians. 

The Consul has not yet been able to 
confirm this report, but the Secretary 
of State has suitably instructed our 
Ambassador in relation to the alleged 
shooting, and has also instructed Con- 
sul Kinrick to ascertain and report to 
the Ambassador all particulars. 


PAUNCEFOTE’S RETIREMENT. 
CONSIDERED ABOUT SETTLED. 
{A. F. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington gays that 
it is now considered as settled at the 
British Embassy that Lord Pauncs- 


fote will retire as- ambassador of 
Great Britain to the United States 
April 1 next. 


There have been reports that Lord 
Pauncefote's period of service, in view 
of the South African war, will be ex- 
tended another year, but so far as re- 
cent advices indicate this will not be 
the case. Lord Pauncefote’s departure

The fifth reason specified in the proc- 
lamation, the necessity of creating a 
commissioner of public works, was 
treated at length. It was pointed out 
that such a bill had been passed at the 
regular session and had received the 
approval of the Governor. Certain ir- 
regularities in the history of the mea- 
sure, however, makes it “at least an 
unsettied proposition of law,” and fur- 
ther to quote the Governor’s words, 
“I am satisfied that the act itself does

RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The message next dealt with the 
Governor's views on the amending of 
the law ae set forth in the sixth article 
of his message, so that river improve- 
ments may be extended above the 
mouth of the Feather River. Of this 
feature of the matter he said: 

“It was held in the opinion of the 
Attorney-General, rendered April 20, 
1898, that neither the auditing board 
nor the Commissioner of Public Works 
could expend any part of the money 
appropriated for the improvement of 
the ramento and San Joaquin riv- 
ers above the mouth of the Feather 
River. In consequence of this condi- 
tion of the law, not only are thousands 
of acres of valuable and productive 
land in Yolo, Sutter and Yuba end 
other counties imperiled, but the in- 
ability to perform such work above 
the mouth of the Feather River resulte 
in serious detriment to work already 
done, upon the Sacramento River.” 

The concluding paragraph of this 
— of the message reads as fol- 
owe: 

“When we consider that the Federal 
government has already appropriated 
large sums of money for the con- 
struction of restraining barriers and 
other improvements on the Sacramento 
and Feather rivers, and has now able 
engineers engaged in the work under 
the Secretary of War pursuant to the 
act of Congress creating the California 

rise Commission, it would be only 
the exercise of good faith on the part 
of this State, apart from the incalcula- 
ble benefit to our people, to coéperate 
with the Federal government in the 
werk of improvement in the condi- 
tions which are not allowed to the 
United States engineers under said act 
of Congress. 


WIDE-TIRE LAW. 

grounds for the repeal of the 
wide-tire law as proposed in the sev- 
enth section of the proclamation, are 
that the act is inartificially drawn, 
contains provisions of doubtful con- 
stitutionality and that its enforcement 
would cause trouble and distress ‘to 
thousands of farmers and other per- 
sons using wagons within the State. 

REPEAL OF MINING LAW. 


The eighth ground for the proclama- 
tion, the repealing of the mining law, 
was recommended to avoid possible 
litigation, owing to a clerical error 
which crept into the first section of the 


act. 
PUBLIC LAND LAW. 


The reasons given for proposed 
changes in the law relative to the sale 
of State lands are that many thousand 
acres of land under the existing laws 
have passed under the control of land 
rings at a value of $1.25 an acre, to be 
at once resold by them at prices-rang- 
ing from $4 per acre upward. : 

Until proper amendments are made 
to the laws relating to our public 
land, power, it is set forth in the mes- 
sage, should be vested in the Governor 
to withdraw from sale the school 
lands which are now being used as 
scrip to take the place of the Valentine 
and Porterfield scrip. 

The alleged frauds that have been 
practiced upon the State under the 
existing. laws are discussed at length, 
and the Governor gives it as his opin- 
ion that it would have been his duty 
to convoke the Legislatures in extraor- 
dinary session to amend the land laws 
had no other reason existed for the 
call, “for it is estimated’ says the 
Governor, “that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars would be thereby gained for 
the State.” 

LUNACY COMMISSION. 

The necessity of empowering’ the 
State Lunacy Commission to fix the 
salaries of all officers and employés, as 
set forth in the eleventh ground for the 
proclamation, is given as due to the 
fact that the commission cannot at 
present cut down the salaries of such 
employés, although ff such cut could 
be made, their compensation would still 
be ample. If this power be granted 
the commission, the Governor sets 
it will save the people of the 
State more than $20,000 annually for 
‘years to come. 


REMOVAL OF OFFICERS. 


Regarding the request that the Leg- 
islature grant the Governor power to 


1 


language with flagrant crimes. Know- 
ing that the power was not given me 
to investigate the charges, and, if true, 
to right the wrong by removal of the 
officer, in order to silence a hostile 
press which had used this incident 
for political and personal ends, I re- 
quested the opinion of the Attorney- 
General, who replied in writing assur- 
ing me of my utter inability to remove 
any appointed officer whatever who 
held office for a definite term.” 

The Governor then quoted from the 
message of his predecessor, to show 
that Gov. Budd had recommended that 
the authority asked for be granted to 
the Governor of the State. 

CONCLUDING WORDS. 

In conclusion the Governor said: 
“The foregoing are some of many rea- 
sons which I hold in support of the 
grounds specified in the proclamation 
convening you in extraordinary session. 

“It is to be deplored that there are a 
few persons who, by reason of their 
own unworthy motives, attribute to me 
improper political purposes in assem- 
bling you together, whereas, in truth 
and in fact, I have merely obeyed the 
promptings of impartial duty and the 
mandates of the law. — 

“If you shall conclude to pass the va- 
rious laws suggested in the proclama- 
tion there will thereby be saved to the 
State sums of money largely in excess 
of the expenditures which will be in- 
curred on account of convoking this 
Legislature even should the cost thereof 
exceed the highest estimates of those 
who—false to the interests of their 
country—have bitterly assailed this call 
for an extra session. 

“Whether or not you differ from me 
as to the necessity of legislation in de- 
tail upon all of the topics suggested for 
legislation is to me unimportant, only 
as it affects our common country, for 
the responsibility now rests with ur 
honorable body and not with me a 5 

“You will nevertheless agree that 
your duty absolutely requires that the 
business of the session be transacted 
with the utmost dispatch consistent 
with the gravity of the subjects in- 
volved. 

“Despite the malignant predictions, 
which through private malice have been 
published that this extraordinary ses- 
sion would engulf the State in vast ex- 
pense, my confidence in your sense of 
duty and in your ability gained by a 
personal knowledge of your conduct of 
legislative affairs during the thirty- 
third session, bids me trust that this 
extraordinary session will be unexcelled 
in the history of the State, and worthy 
of future emulation. 

“Irrespective of your political views I 
believe in your honor, I believe in your 
ability, I believe in your integrity, and 
inspired by those beliefs, I am assured 
that the duties which you owe to the 
people of the State and nation will be 
economically, honestly and ably per- 
formed. | HENRY T. GAGE,

[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 
“Mr. Bryan and other Democratic 
leaders are planning to make an anti- 
trust declaration one of the principal 
planks of their platform, but the Re- 


ment that will make the issue a very 
subordinate one, and will give their 
party whatever credit is to be gotten 


out of it. 

“Some of the Republican leaders 
have come to the conclusion that if 
Congress should pass a resolution pro- 
posing an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States to give the 
government power over the corpora- 
tions, it would leave no chance for the 
intended Democratic assault on trusts. 
Should such a resolution be passed 
during the spring or early summer, it 
could not be acted upon by the various 
State Legislatures before next winter, 
and the issue would in the meantime 
be in suspense, with the credit for hav- 
ing taken the first step in the direction 
of effectual control of trusts resting 
with the Republicans. | 

“One step has already been taken in 
this direction by the introduction of a 
resolution by Representative Jenkins 
of Wisconsin, chairman of the sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Judiciary, charged with the considera- 
tion of trust measures, and his action 
is in a way a reply to a challenge 
from Democratic members of the com- 
| mittee. 

“At a recent meeting of the commit- 
tee, Representative Terry of Arkansas 
wanted the Republicans to take up 
some of the various anti-trust proposi- 
tions that had been referred to the 
committee. They informed him they 
proposed to consider the subject and 
report a measure. A study of the vari- 
ous propositions then before the com- 
mittée led Mr. Jenkins to the opinion 
that none was practicable or effective, 
and the result was the preparation of 
| his resolution proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

“While Republican members of the 
committee declare they will report a 
measure of some kind, they do not pro- 
pose to be hurried by the Democrats, 
and they will not do anything until the 
report of the Industrial Commission 
nas been received, Their report is be- 
ing delayed by difficulty of commission-

ILLINOIS ANTI-TRUST ACT. 
COURT DECIDES IT IS VOID. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT.} I 

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—Judge C. C. 
Kohlsact, in the United States Circuit 
Court, today decided the anti-trust act 
of the Illinois Legislature of 1892 void 
on the ground that the statute con- 
tains both ‘class and special legislation 
and is in contravention of the Federal 
and State constitutions. 

The ruling was made in the case of 
the Union Sewer Pipe Company 
against Thomas Connelly, but applies 
as well to the case of the same mlain- 
tiff against William Dee, the two 
causes having been tried cojoint! 
The court took the case from — jury 
with instructions that the finding be 
in favor of the plaintiff. 

The Union Sewer Pipe Company 
brought suit to recover upon promis- 
sory netes given by the defendants. 
who contended that the plaintiffs of 
the trust company organized for the ex- 
press purpose of creating and carrying 
out restrictions in trade. 

The court says: “The statute of July 
1, 1893, provides, in section 9, that the 
‘Provisions of this act shall not apply 
to agricultural products or live stock, 
while in the hands of the producer or 
raiser.’ I am of the opinion that this 


Statute contains both class and special 


legislation and is in contravention of 
both the State and Federal constitu- 
tions, and therefore void. It is urged 
that, granting the unconstitutionality 
of said ninth clause, yet it may be de- 
clared without arfecting the validity 
of the remaining clauses of said act. 
If this were so, then, by declaring sa 

clause void, the courts would make th 
act binging upon those classes whom 
the Legisiatuie has exempted. This 
would be special legislation of the most 
flagrant character. In my opinion, the 
said clause 9 kills the whole act and 
renders it all void. Therefore special 
defense must be stricken out.“ 

The matter will now be argued in 
court as soon as possible and probably 
will be taken to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

Opinions differ as to whether Judge 
Kohlsaat's opinion leaves the State 
without anti-trust laws. It is held by 
some lawyers that the act of 1893 
not supersede that of 1891, and that 
the latter statute is still in force. 

Judge Kohlsaat did not touch upon 
this point in his decision. The advance 
sheets of the last Illinois Reports treats 
the laws as separate statutes.

PEARL BUTTONS. 


— 
MANUFACTURED FROM FPESH. 
WATER MUSSELS. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 26, 1900.—The 
manufacture of pearl buttons from the 
shells of fresh-water mussels now gives 
employment to many thousands of per- 
sons. The daily output of some of the 
large factories is from 700 to 1,000 gross 
of finished buttons. The shells are first 
soaked in fresh water from three to 
six days to render them less brittle, 
— = they would split when 
worked, and the amount of wast 
would be considerable. They are ‘aa 
with a rotary saw, a jet of water piay- 
ing on the shell as the saw revolves. 
This prevents the formation of dust 
and keeps the shell cool. Occasionally 
the stream of water is dispensed with; 
the dust is then drawn into a tube by 
a current of air. Where neither a 
Water jet nor an air current is pro- 
vided, the operatives are obliged to 
cover their mouths and noses with 
cloths, as the dust is most injurious 
to the human throat and eyes. After 
the blanks are cut by the saw they 
are ground by a revolving emery wheel, 
to dress the back and to remove the 
skin. The next process shapes the 
front of the button and gives the cen- 
tral depression. The last step before 
the polishing is the drilling of the four 
holes. The polishing Brings out the 
natural lustre, which has been lost in 
grinding. and for which the buttons 
are mainly valued. They are then 
Placed in large wooden kegs, which are 
revolved on a horizontal axle. While 
in the keg the buttons are subjected 
to the action of a chemical fluid. and 
are turned out in a highly lustrous

SUMNER THE SCHOLAR AND 
JURIST. 

Little need be said of Sumner’s early 
life. Born in Boston, January 6, 1811, 
he became a graduate of Harvard in 
1880. Like Motley, he enjoyed early af- 
fluence and advantages, and succeeded 
in spite of them. In 1831 he entered 
the Harvard Law School, where he 
studied under the renowned Judge 
Joseph Story. He continued for sev- 
eral years to apply himself to study in 
classroom, office and library, bringing 
to his books a marvelous memory and 
extraordinary intellectual industry. He 
spent the years from 1837 to 1840 
abroad, as a student and observer in 
London, Paris, Rome, Berlin‘and other 
European centers, becoming acquainted 
with the leading public men of Europe. 
His studies and taste led him toward 
politics and the law. His legal studies 
were not such as would develop the 
shrewd practitioner at the bar, for, as 
his eulogist, George William Curtis, 
afterward said of him: “He was not 
formed for a jury lawyer where the 
jury was less than a nation or man- 
kind,” and, in sporting 
“though he had a fine eye for country, 
he had a poor scent for the trail.” His

On November 6, 1850, In Faneuil Hall, 
soon after the passage of the fugitive 
slave law of that year, Sumner spoke 
“Our Immediate Anti-Slavery 
Duties.” This was a remarkable 
He denounced the fugitive 
slave law and deliberately counseled 
resistance. 

“I will not,” he said, “dishonor this 
home of the pilgrims and of the revolu- 
tion by admitting—nay, I cannot be- 
lieve—that this bill will be executed 
here. Among us, as elsewhere, individ- 
uals may forget humanity in fancied 
loyalty to law, but the public con- 
science will not allow a man who has 
trodden our streets as a freeman to be 


dragged away as a slave.“

SUMNER’S INFLEXIBLE AND UN- 

COMPROMISING CHARACTER. 

In 1854 Sumner made a plea against 
the Douglas repeal of the Missouri 
compromise, calling the repealing bill 
“at the same time the worst and best 
bill in the annals of Congress,” for 
while it broke down a historic barrier 


| against slavery, it at the same time 


placed the great antagonists, freedom 
and slavery, face to face, and bade 
them grapple. He was denounced 
and buffeted and badgered in 
the Senate as a fanatic, a 
traitor and a perjured violator of his 
oath, on account of his public utter- 
ances against returning the fugitive 
slave. “Is thy servant a dog,” he an- 
swered, in the words of the prophet, 
“that he should do this thing?” 
Against his assailants, Butler of South 
Carolina, Mason of Virginia, Dougias 
of Illinois, Pettit of Indiana, and oth- 
ers, he defended the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence, and fac- 
ing, as Jackson faced, an adverse Su- 
preme Court decision, he quoted Jack- 
son and Buchanan as good Democratic 
authority for the position that when a 
public official swears to support the 
Constitution he swears to support it 
as he understands it, not ag it is un- 
derstood by others. 

On May 19, 1856, Sumner delivered 
his celebrated speech in the Senate on 
“The Crime Against Kansas, the 
speech for which he was assaulted by 
Brooks. Sumner's speeches were very 
offensive to his opponents. When he 
assailed slavery, its advocates felt 
themselves to be personally insulted. 
The passage in this speech to which 
exception was taken was certainly in 
bad taste, and it shows personal of- 
fensiveness, if not coarseness. Mr. 
Rhoades, the historian of the period, 
finds no apology for Sumner’s bitter 
personal attack on Senator Butler. But 
Sumner did not transgress the bounds 
of parliamentary decorum, and he 
was not called to order by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate or by any Senator. 
In Sumner the uncompromising south- 
erner met aggression, boldness, defi- 
ance, denunciation, equal to his own— 
forms of speech to which he had not 
been accustomed. Brooks’s bludgeon 
merely revealed the spirit and weak- 
ness of slavery. 

For four years Sumner was absent 
from his seat in the Senate, under 
medical treatment in Europe. He re- 
turned to his seat in 1860, and in the 
notable session of 1860-1 he was a strong 
opponent of any form of compromise: 
he held that the slavery question did 
not admit of compromise; it did not 
come within the domain of ex-

“TRUSTS AND THE TARIFF. 
It is a ciaim frequently made by op- 
ponents of the protective tariff system 
that “the tariff trusts.” Many 


Fs 


declare that “the tariff father 
all trusts,” and that it is almost wholly 
responsible for the recent extensive de- 
velopment of trusts in the United States. 
In answer to this absurd contention it 
is hardly necessary to say more, in pass- 
ing, than to point out the fact that free- 
trade England, as the late Mr. Blaine 
sententiously observed, “is plastered over 
with trusts.” Certainly, whatever may 
be the cause of the development of in- 
dustrial combinations, or trusts, in the 
United States, the growth of these insti- 
tutions in England—and they are essen- 
tially the same in character in England 
as they are in the United States—can- 
not with any appearance of plausibility 
be charged to tariff protection; for Great 
Britain has been virtually without tariff 
protection since the repeal of the corn 
laws, more than half a century ago. 

It is perhaps true that in some cases 
the organizers and promoters of trusts 
in the United States are aided by the 
tariff, which serves in some degree to 
keep out foreign competition, and to se- 
cure the American market to the Ameri- 
can producer. It is also true, beyond a 
doubt, that the Constitution of the 
United States, in several of its provi- 
sions, favors the formation of trusts. 
The Constitution provides, for example, 
that “full faith and credit shall be given 
in each State to the public acts, records, 
and judicial proceedings of every other 
State.” This clause of the Constitution 
makes it possible for trusts and corpo- 
rations to in one State and to 
do business t restriction in all 
the other States. As a matter of fact, 
most of the trusts which have come into 
existence within the few years last past 
have been organized in the State of New 
Jersey, for the reason that the laws of 
that State are leas rigorous, and taxa- 
tion is lighter, than in most of the other 
States. But our free-trade friends would 
hardly advocate the abrogation of the 
Constitution of the United States be- 
cause the above provision (and possibly

But, while the tariff laws should be 
modified in cases like that above re- 
ferred to, if they are used as the basis 
and oppressive trade combi - 
nations, protective tariff as 
a whole, should neither be ims omy nor 
weakened in any vital degree. It has 
been of too great and lasting benefit to 
the people of the United States, to be 
set aside carelessly, or undermined by 
injudicious legislation. The wise amend- 
ment of the tariff laws, if amendment 
be needed, will strengthen rather than 
weaken the protective tariff system. But 
such amendment, it is scarcel necessary 
to add, should be made by friends of the 
tariff system, not by its enemies. The 
aim of the latter would be to destri 
it, and in so doing they would bring ruin 
upon the industries of the country and 
distress upon the people, as they have 
done before.

ATMOSPHERIC ELECTRICITY. 


INTERESTING PHENOMENA—HOW 
IT I8 PRODUCED. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26, 1900.—How to 
“harness the electricity of the atmos- 
phere” is a problem which has kept 
ever since the days of 

n. e y of atmospheric 
electricity, . as it is, is con- 
stantly being renewed; and sometimes 
to a degree highly inconvenient to those 
who happen to be within its influence. 
In the Sahara, where the rubbing of 
Gust and sand particles are a potent 
cause of electrification,

Philipp Lenard, in whose discussion of 
the condition of the air in the neighbor- 
hood of fountains and waterfalls it is 
shown that when drops of water fall 
upon a water surface, they give a neg- 
ative charge to the air; and if they are 
allowed to fall on a hard, wet slab of 
any material, the air charge is consid- 
erably increased. Lenard also states 
that no charge is communicated to the 
air while the drops are falling, the seat 
of electrical disturbance being the agi- 
tated water at the foot of the fall, or 
the rocks on which the drope impinged. 
Lenard also notes the curious phenom- 
enon of the effect of common salt on 
the form of electric current produced. 


salt as 1 per cent. in the water would 
change the electrification from negative 
to positive. It is therefore concluded 
that every rain drop falling on the 
ground or on ponds, lakes and rivers, 
as well as every drop of fresh water 
spray, falling back on a fresh-wafe: 
surface sends a minute quantity of neg- 
ative electricity into the air; while 
every drop of salt water spray falling 
back into the sea from breaking waves 
sends positive electricity into the at- 
mosphere. As most of the earth’s sur- 
face is covered with salt water, post- 
tive electricity must greatly predomi- 
nate. So that in the tossing and wind- 


tributed power-house is ever at work 
generating the normal positive electri- 
fication of our — Lord Kel- 
vin, differing in regard from Len- 
ard, says that negative electricity is 
produced by the actual falling through 
the air of both rain and snow.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 
ORDINANCE FOR CITY SEALER... 
In order to enforce a uniform system 
of weights and measures throughout 
the city, the Council yesterday took 
under consideration an ordinance pre- 
viding for the compensation of an of- 
ficer to be known as the city sealer of 
weights and measures. The city char- 
ter provides that the Mayor shall ap- 
point such an officer, subject to con- 
firmation. by the Council, but does not 
provide for the payment of the official. 
Some years ago an ordinance was 
passed fixing the inspection fees and 
the salary of this officer. In time, the 
ordinance became a dead letter. Sev- 
eral weeks ago the retail coal dealers 
of the city sent a communication to 
the Mayor asking that the measure be 
| reénacted. The Mayor sent a message 
to the Council, recommending that 
an ordinance be passed, and the City 
Attorney was instructed to make a new 
draft of the law. 
In their petition to the Mayor, the re- 
tail coal dealers assert that gome un- 
principled firms are making short- 
weight sales of coal, and are thereby 
enabled to undersell those dealers that 
do a legitimate business. They asked 
that the official be appointed and his 
salary paid from fees upon 
the dealers themselves.

NEW ENGINE-HOUSE. 
AWARD MAY BE CONTESTED 
It now seems that the Aliso-street en- 

gine-house will be built in the near 
future. The question of who shall build 
it may, however, cause some delay in 
the consummation of the plans.

He said his objection was 
solely on the fact that the bid was not 
the lowest presented. Mr. Todd did not 
sign the report, but voted for its adop- 
tion. The contemplated change of plans 
so as to reduce the t of the engine- 
house was not made. r. Toll tried to 
induce the commission and the commit- 
tee at the morning session to embody 
such a recommendation in the report, 
but was unable to convince his col- 
leagues and the members of the Fire 
Commission that such was the wise 
course. 

The statement was made last night 
that the award would be stubbornly 
contested by Weber 4 Hasse, and that 
the city would be enjoined from pro- 
ceeding with the work.

STREET WORK. 
PLANNED AND PROSECUTED. 
There was some surprise manifested 
when, at the morning session of the 
Council yesterday, the Board of Pub- 
lic Works reported, recommending that 
the bid of Charles Stansbury to im- 
prove Lake Shore avenue from First 
street to Sunset boulevard, at $3.65 per 
lineal foot for grading and paving with 
decomposed granite; 30 cents per lineal 
foot for cement curb, 20 cents per lineal 
foot for redwood curb, gutters 20 cents 
per lineal foot, sidewalk, 11 cents per 
square foot; crosswalks, $1.20 per lineal 
foot; vitrified pipe culverts (6-inch, 
including intakes, 35 cents per lineal 
foot; vitrified pipe culverts (12-inch,) 
including intakes, 60 cents per lineal 
foot, be accepted and the necessary 
resolution of award adopted. 

It had been expected that owing to 
the direct cost to the city and the lack 
of sufficient finances to consummate all 
the proposed municipal improvements, 
the matter would be held up until the 
beginning of the fiscal year.

CLOSING ORDINANCE. 
PASSED OVER THE VETO. 

The Council passed the Sunday-clos- 
ing ordinance over the Mayor’s veto 
yesterday by a unanimous vote. Ne 
will once more put in active operation 
the law requiring saloons to remain 
clased on Sundays, and during the 
hours between 1 and 5 o’clock on other 
nights. Since the technical flaw re- 


garding the language of the ordinance 
was brought out before Justice Mor- 
gan in‘the Police Court some months 
ago, the saloons have had things their 
own way. Under the interpretation of 
the law it was practically impossible 
to enforce the ordinance, and no at- 
tempt was made by the police depart- 
ment. The ordinance was referred to 
the City Attorney for correction. Two 
weeks ago it was passed by the Coun- 
cil, as amended, and sent to the Mayor 
for his signature. The Mayor finally 
decided that some of the provisions in 
the ordinance were useless and im- 
posed an unjust burden on the saloon- 
keepers. Yesterday he sent the fol- 
lowing message to the Council: 

To the Honorable City Council—Gen- 
tlemen: The inclosed erdinance amend- 
ing ordinance 5682 (N. S.) is returned 
to your honorable body without my ap- 
proval for the reason that I am in- 
formed by some members of the Coun- 
cil that they desire an opportunity 
for further consideration of the ordi- 
‘nance, finding that as framed it does 
not accord with their views, nor 
with the intent of the Council at the 
time when it was 5 

“I desire to call the particular atten- 
tion of your honorable body to that 
provision of the ordinance which re- 
quires t @ screen shall be placed 
around the ‘bar, sideboard, counter, 
table or other appliance’ at which 
liquor is retailed or sold in any manner 
other than in original sealed packages 
on Sundays and during certain hours 
of the night. This requirement is really 
no safeguard against the evasion or 
violation of the law, for it simply com- 
pels the proprietor of the restaurant 
to remove his Uquors from their ac- 
customed place behind the bar to some 
other part of the premises, and if he 
is disposed to sell illegally he can still 
do so. Furthermore, the requirement 
imposes upon him a considerable and 
needless expense. Besides the cost of 
the screen, he must practically provide 
a new bar, ice chest, etc. The restau- 
rant keeper who is honestly conform- 
ing to the Sunday-closing—ordinance,

FORGOTTEN WIFE FIGHTS IT FOR 
MONEY AND HONOR. 
— 
Mrs. Lilla Hoyt Resents the Accusa- 
tion That She Was Unfaithful to Her 
Husband, Who Cut Her Off from His 
Property—Duress Charged and Coun- 
tercharges of Wifely Ingratitude. 


When J. E. Hoyt, a returned miner 
from Alaska, died on October 9 of last 
year, he was possessed of real and per- 
sonal property valued at 31800, besides 
six valuable mining claims on the Yu- 
kon. His family consisted of a wife and 
two grown daughters. He was 4 years 
of age when death cut him down. 

On October 12, what purported to be 
his last will testament, dated Octo- 
ber 6, was filed for probate. Under its 
provisions, afi his property was left to 
his mother, Mrs. S. A. Hunter, except 


a half interest in his Alaskan claims, 


which belong to Dr. Rebecca Lee Dor- 
sey, who “grubstaked” him when he 
set out for the north soon after New 
Year’s, 1898. His reasons for forgetting 
his family were outlined in the instru- 
ment. The daughters were comfortably 
married and needed no assistance, the 
will words said, and the wife—she had 
been unfaithful to her husband in as- 
sociating with other men. The wife 
and daughters were each bequeathed $1. 

Before Hoyt started for Alaska he 
left a will, dated March 16, 1898, in 
which all his mundane possessions were 
to become his wife’s upon his death.

SUICIDES AND ACCIDENTS. 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Jan. 22.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] Mrs. P. A. Me- 
Calahan, wife of a local barber, com- 
mitted suicide in Prescott a few days 
ago, shooting herself in the breast. 
The deed was committed in the living 
rooms immediately in the rear of her 
husband's place of business.

LIEDERKRANZ SOCIETY'S FIRST 
ANNIVERSARY. | 
Germania Turner Hall presented an 


attractive appearance Sunday evening, 


garbed in a union of American and 
German colors, and with tasteful dec- 
orations of palms, ferns and callas, 
the occasion being the first an- 
niversary celebration of the Los An- 
geles Liederkranz singing society. The 
society had the active assistance of 
the Riverside Concordia and the Pasa- 
dena Liederkranz societies, and of the 
singing sections of the Germania and 
the Saint Joseph Turnvereins of Los 
Angeles, in an entertaining programme 
of male choral selections, While the 
singing of the societies would hardly 
bear the critical notice that profes- 
sional or semi-professional choirs, or 
larger or longer established choral so- 
cieties might, yet there is much to be 
commended in the spirit of their 
work, and also in the results they are 


attaining. 

For 8 anythi like effective 
results in a chorus (male, mixed or of 
women's voices,) made up of un- 
trained voices, it must needs be of suf- 
ficient size to cover the predominating 
harmonies that are nsible for the 
unpleasant qualities found in uncul- 
tured voices and which are more in 
evidence in a chorus of amall size. Gen- 
erally speaking, the forced, uncovered 
high tones of the tenors Sunday night 
detracted from the work of the cho- 
ruses, a defect to be expected for rea- 
sons spoken of. The soloist of the 
evening was Oscar L. Lienau, a favor- 
ably-known Los Angeles tenor. Mr. 
Lienau sang Gounod’s Fruhlingslied, 
and, in response to an encore, “ i- 
cation.“ by Schumann. He sses a 
clear, pleasing tenor voice, and has a 
dramatic temperament and musical in- 
telligence that make his work effective, 
An address of welcome to the visiting 
societies was made by President Louis 
Luckel, of the Liederkranz society. The 
address of the evening was made by 
M. Esternaux, the German Consul. The 


purpose ofthe anniversary concert 
was rimarily to interest the musi- 
cal rman people here, and in 


other Southern California cities, in the 
holding of a Saengerfest Los An- 
geles, some time during coming 
summer. These singing conventions in 
the East, where there is a strong Ger- 
man population, are among the most

LADY JOICEY IN QUARANTINE. 

AN DIEGO, Jan. 29.—[{Regular Cor- 
The steamship Lady 
Joicey of the California:and Oriental 
line arrived early Sunday morning 
from Hongkang, and, although a clean 
bill of health was presented at the 
quarantine station, and the vessel had 
been fourteen days out from the 
plague-infested port of Honolulu, she 
is being detained at the quarantine sta- 
tion, where a thorough process of fu- 
migation is in progress. The Lady 
Joicey did not receive any mail, pas- 
sengers or supplies whatever at Hono- 
lulu, but 700 Japanese and Chinese 
passengers disembarked there. That a 
larger quarantine station than at pres- 
ent established at San Diego is needed 
is quite apparent from the length of 
time required in caring for the Joicey. 
The fumigating process that under 
more favorable conditions could be ac- 
complished in twenty-four hours, takes 
from Sunday until Wednesday, at 
least. Dr. McKay of the quarantine 
station is determined that none of the 
rats on the Joicey shall live to get 
ashore, and also that every one of 
them, when dead from fumigation, 
shall be cremated in the ship’s fur- 
nace. Big tin funnels have been 
placed on the ropes of the steamer so 
that the rats will be unable to leave 
the vessel. Besides a large quantity of 
freight (2400 tons,) to be discharged 
here for shipment over the Santa Fé 
to various parts of the country, the 
Lady Joicey brought $10,000 worth of 
fine silk.
